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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  APPLES 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARNET 


Inquiry  wns  active  for  high  grade  "barreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auc- 
tion Wednesday,  March  25,  according  to  a  cable  from  Ered  A.  Motz,  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Demand  was  also  improved  for  low  grade  "barreled  stock.     The  "barreled  apple 
offerings  were  moderate,  amounting  to  10,500  barrels.     Shipments  in  volume 
are  not  expected  for  two  or  three  weeks.    About  5,200  "baskets  were  offered  at 
the  auction.    These  met  with  a  good  demand.     Supplies  of  "boxed  ap-oles  were 
moderate  (18,500  "boxes)  hut  stocks  in  the  hands  of  .jobbers  and  retailers  are 
li=:ht.     Supplies  afloat  for  the  United  Kingdom,  however,  are  liberal.  Inquiry 
was  stronger  for  boxed  apples  than  last  week.    The  condition  of  the  fm.it  was 
generally  good  with  the  exception  of  scalded  barreled  apples,  where  shredded 
oiled  paper  was  not  used.    The  New  York  and  New  England  apples  are  showing  a 
large  number  of  slacks,  all  of  which  must  be  sold  at  a  discount  amounting 'to 
at  least  25  cents  or  50  cents  a  barrel.    Barreled  and  boxed  Yellow  Newt  owns 
(Albemarle  Pippins)  made  better  prices  than  last  week,  while  other  varieties 
In  sound  condition  held  their  own. 

London  prices  were  generally  above  those  ruling  at  Liverpool  for  bar- 
reled apples,  but  about  the  same  for  boxes.     Supplies' of  both  barrels  and 
boxes  were  light  and  the  demand  active.   .Mr.  Motz  reports  that  the  market 
could  use  more  barreled  stock.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  generally  good. 

The^first  shipment  of  about  27,000  boxes  of  apples  is  due  from  New 
Zealand  this  week.    Canadian  apple  supplies  are  diminishing.    Orange  shipments 
from  Spam  are  expected  to  be  only  moderate  from  now  on.    Many  lots  now  ar- 
riving from  Spain  show  evidence  of  frost  damage.    This  diminution  in  orange 
supplies  should  stimulate  the  demand  somewhat  for  apples. 

American  pear  supplies  amount e3  to  about  2,000  boxes.    These  met  with 
a  slow  demand  owing  to  variable  condition  and  competing  supplies.    Prices  were 
lower  than  last  week.    Washington  Winter  Sells,  Extra  Fancy  135/150,  sold  at

At  London,  Washington  Winter  Nelis,  Fancy,  155/180,'  sold  at  about  $2.74  and 
the  193/smaller  size  at  $2.49  to  $3.55  per  box.    The  demand  was  moderate  for 
the  light  supplies  and  the  condition  variable.
